THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


It Will Pass Entirely Through Brit- 
ish Territory. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
LONDON, Oct: 23.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) With reference to the interest 
with which Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain is taking in promoting a Pacific 
cable connection between British North 
America and New Zealand, the Post 
says in an editorial: 

_“It 18 a matter of satisfaction that, 
although the Hawaiian concession for 
an American cable will compel our Pa- 
cific cable to take a longer route 
through the Fanning Islands, it will 
pass entirely through British territory. 
It will not be the fault of the govern- 
ment if the cable is-not an accom- 
plished fact in a few years.”

HIDING IN FEAR. 


William Rasmussen Thinks He Has 
Killed Twenty People. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—Somewhere in 
this city William Rasmussen, a motor- 
man, is hiding in fear, believing him- 
self responsible for the death of a 
score of innocent trolley-car passen- 
gers. Last night he ran a crowded 
Western avenue electric car into a 
moving Burlington train at the Eight- 
eenth streea crossing. The collision 
occurred while the street car was mak- 
ing fifteen miles an hour. Rasmussen, 
who was an inexperienced motorman, 
jumped before the crash came and ran. 
Hearing the noise of the collision 
he put his hands to his ears to shut 
out the cries of the wounded and dying, 
and fled at his utmost speed, eluding 
all pursuit. Had he remained he would 
have learned that the twenty passen- 
gers escaped injury by tumbling out 
of the rear door as the car neared the 
train. They were scattered along the 
street for two hundred feet. So far as 
could be learned no one was injured. 


EXPOSED A PLOT. 


Harry Hayward Shows Up an Am- 
bitious Deputy. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct.22.—Harry Hay- 
ward, the condemned murderer, issued 
today for the public a_ statement of 
some four thousand words explaining 
the recently-exposed plot to break jail.

A Strong Plea Made by the 
Attorneys of Modesto 


District. 


An Explanation @f the Wright Ac: 
and its WertkKings—The Cause 
in Question is a Special 

Presecding. 


@Y TELEGRAPH To THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The California irrigation 
cases have. beem continued until the 
first Monday January. A_ very 
strong effort was Made to advance the 
Tregea case Om the docket, the attor- 
neys for the Modesto district setting 
forth in thelr application the follow- 
ing forcible statement: 

“The larger portion of the lands in 
the San Jooquim Valley and in the 
southern portion of the State, and large 
portions of land in the Sacramento Val- 
ley and in other valleys of California 
cannot be successfully and profitably 
cultivated each year without the aid 
of artificial irrigation. The Legislature 
of the State, recOgmizing the great 
value and importance of such irriga- 


prise cannot be relied upon to make a 
proper and just division arid distribu- 
tion of the waters of the State to the 
lands requiring irrigation, passed the 
statute of 1887,.commonly known asthe 
Wright act. That act provides for the 
orgahization of irrigation districts to 
be composed of lands that may be irri- 
gated from omé source of water sup- 
ply. or one system of waterworks, and 
for the election Of'a board of directors 
in each district, and it vests in the 
board of directors power to acquire 
rights to water and to conduct it upon 
and to distribute it to the lands cf the 
district. 

“As the expenses to be incurred in 


such as dams, reservoirs, canals, etc., 
must be great, the: Doard of directors is 
authorized to iseme the bonds of the 
district to raise 4-\¥money with which 
to defray these es. 
pal and interest of the bonds are pay- 
able out of the procecds of assessments 
annually levied upon the lands within 
the. district. 

“Irrigation districts, about fifty in 
number, have been organized under the 
Wright act and most of them have de- 
termined to issue bonds to raise the 
money for the construction of their 
waterworks and have offered their 
bonds for sale. A small portion of the 
bonds has been sold at the rate of 90 
to $1-.per cent. of their par value, but 
saies have almost ceased. 

“It is well known that capitalists 
hesitate or refuse to invest in bonds 
issued by a municipality under a new 
statute until all of the larger part of 
the questions arising under the law 
have been adjudicated. The Legisla- 
ture, realizing the importance and 
value of an early adjudication of ques- 


the validity of the bonds ordered by 
the districts to be issued, passed an 
act supplemental to the Wright act 
known as the Confirmation act. 

“That act provides that a special pro- 
ceeding may be instituted by the dis- 
trict in the proper Superior Court by 
the filing of a petition averring the or- 
ganization of the irrigation district, and 
the several steps taken by the board 
from the order for the election to be 
held upon the question of the issue of 
the bonds up to the order for the issue 
and sale, and praying for the confirma- 
tion of the proceedings. Any person in- 
terested in the district or the issue of 
the bonds may appear and demur to 
and answer the petition. 

“This cause is a special proceeding, in- 
stituted under the provisions of the 
Confirmation act. The Superior Court 
approved and confirmed all the pro- 
ceedings, and the judgment was af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court. 

“The assignments of error, though nu- 
merous and voluminous, present only 
four Federal questions: First, that 
plaintiff in error was denied due process 
of law; second, that he was deprived of 
the equal protection of the laws; third, 
that the judgment is the taking of pri- 
vate property for private purposes, 
and, fourth, that the obligation of an 
alleged contract which was entered into 
by m s of an election held in this 
district as first organized, resulting in 
favor of the issue of bonds, was im- 
paired by a subsequent statute author- 
es the exclusion of lands from a dis- 
trict. 

“The last question may not be in- 
volved im-any of the other irrigation 
districts of the State, but all the other 
questions are as fully involved in every 
other district in which the proceeditigs 
have been confirmed, or in which con- 
firmation is sought, as in this cause. 
The plaintiff in error is the owner of 
lands in the city of Modesto, which is 
included within the boundaries of the 
district, and his contention is that his 
lands cannot be subjected to assegss- 
ments to pay the principal or interest 
of the bonds which may be issued to 
raise the money with which the water- 
works are constructed; that it amounts 
to the taking of private property for 
private purposes.” 

The attention of the court was called 
to the report of the International Irri- 
gation Congress held in Los Angeles. 
There were present there delegates 
from the governments of the United 
States, France, Russia, Mexico, Ecua- 
dor, New South Wales, South Africa, 
British India, Peru and from sixteen 
States of the United States. The con- 
vention unanimously adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

“Resolved, that this congress 
gently requests the advancement on 
the calendar of the United States Su- 
preme Court for immediate hearing the 
case of William Tregea,; plaintiff in er- 
ror, vs. The Modesto Irrigation District, 
defendant in error, for the following 
reasons: 

“Irrigation bonds have been issued 
by the districts organized under the 
Wright law of California, about $8,000.- 
000 in amount of which await pur- 
chasers, the sale of which will be 
greatly facilitated by a decision of

“Great systems of work have been. 


commenced, the completion of which 
will be greatly retarded until the ques- 
tion involved in said cause shall have 

nh detérmined; the delay in deter- 
mining which in the regular course of 
procedure will result in great and irre- 
parable loss and hardship to many and 
extensive localities affected. 

“Resolved, that a certified copy of 
this resolution be sent to the clerk of 
the United States Supreme Court with 
the request that the same be filed 
among the papers in the case.” 

They were successful in having it ad- 
vanced and set for October 21; but, ow- 
ing to the filing of another case in- 
volving the same questions, it was con- 
tinued. Ex-President Harrison will ap- 
pear in the Tregea case. He has not 
visited Washington since his term as 
President expired. 


AN INTERSTATE COMMERCE CASE 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—At the in- 
stance of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, Solicitor-General Conrad 
filed a motion in the United States Su- 
preme Court today for the advance- 
ment of the case of Theodore F. Brown, 
who is held in custody by the United 
States Marshal of the Western Penn- 
sylvania District, on the charge of re- 
fusing to answer questions put to him 
by the United States grand jury at 
Pittsburgh last May concerning the 
freight rates of, and the rebates al- 
lowed by the Allegheny Valley Rail- 
road, of which he is auidtor. Brown 
said such answers would incriminate 
himself, and upon a second refusal was 
committed for contempt. The adjudi- 
cation of the case is of great impor- 
tance, as it involves the enforcement of 
the interstate-commerce act, and also 
the constitutionality of the act of 1893 
providing that the plea of self-incrim- 
ination shall be no excuse for a witness 
refusing to answer  interstate-com- 
merce proceedings. 

The Solicitor-General filed with his 
motion a letter from Chairman Morri- 
son of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, in which he says: “There 
are cases pending and others which 
should be commenced, the successful 
prosecution of which is dependent upon 
testimony such as is called for in this 
case. An action in these cases is not 
practicable or advisable until the ques- 
tion involved in the case above men- 
tioned is decided. Under these circum- 
stances, without such determination, 
the enforcement of the penal provisions 
of the act will be imprtacticable and 
that branch of the law inoperative for 
the most part.” 

GEN. EWING TAKEN ILL. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—While mak- 
ing an argument in the United States 
Supreme Court today, Gen. Thomas 
Ewing was taken suddenly ill to the 
point of faintness, and was compelled 
to suspend the argument and allow it 
to be taken.up later by one of his col- 
leagues. He was revived after some ef- 
fort, and continued in the courtroom 
until the conclusion of the argument. 


KIRKLAND 1S RECALLED. 


THE ADMIRAL IN BAD ODOR AT 
WASHINGTON. 


His Congratulation of Faure on the 
Latter’s Election to the Presi- 
dency of France One of the 
Causes of His Divgracce. 


MEGULAN ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—A special dis- 
patch from Washington says ght Rear- 
Admiral Kirkland’s trouble arose from 
congratulating President Faure of 
Franc on his election, which Secretary 
Herbert thought improper and unneces- 
sary; from making uncomplimentary re- 
marks about American missionaries in 
Syria and Armenia; from an alleged in- 
sult to a. naval chaplain at the Kiel fes- 
tivities and because of charges of gen- 
eral indiscretion in commenting on per- 
sons and affairs. Admiral Kirkland has 
sailed from Gibraltar for Algiers in his 
flagship, the San Francisco. 

The announcement that Admiral Kirk- 
land had been detached caused a sen- 
sation in naval circles. It is expected 
that he will apply to be placed on the 
retired list. For some time it has been 
rumored that Secretary Herbert was 
not pleased with the conduct of the Ad- 
miral. Secretary Herbert construed 
Admiral Kirkland’s letter of congratu- 
lation to President Faure of France as 
entirely wrong, holding that the official 
position of the admiral representing 
the dignity of ithe United States navy 
in European waters precluded him from 
meking any comment whatever with 
reference to French politics, and sent a 
letter of reprimand. The admiral ap- 
pealed to the President to overrule 
Secretary Herbert’s strictures on his 
conduct, claiming that he had known 
President Faure personally and he had 
not yet congratulated him in a capac‘ty 
other than asan individual, not as an 
officer of the United States navy. The 
action of the President is not known, 
but the detachment of the admiral in- 
dicates that Mr. Cleveland sustained 
the Secretary's ruling. 

Admiral Kirkland next came into 
public notice through a newspaper in- 
terview in which he made some insult- 
ing comments on the character of-Amer- 
ican missionaries in Syria, whither he 
had been sent to give them protection 
during the Armenian troubles. A ee:

chaplain in the navy, to the effect that 
the admiral had wr}, him before a 
number of officers at Kiel, where Ad- 
miral Kirkland was in command of the 
United States fleet. 

It was also alleged By the chaplain 
that, while standing with Admiral Kirk- 
land anda group of_ other officers on the 
quarter-deck of the cruiser San Fran- 
cisco, the commandant turned to the 
chaplain and ordered him below in a 
brusque, if not insulting manner, be- 
cause he was not attired in full-dress 
uniform. The chaplain in his letter to 


the Navy Department made plain that} 


the chaplains ‘have only one regulation 
uniform, which served for all occasions, 
and thhe therefore believed himself very 
badly used. It is said that Secretary 
Herbert sided with the chaplain in his 
complaint, but it is not known whether 
he took official action upon it. 

Other reports reached the Navy De 
partment of a more personal nature 
and, after making a more thorough in- 
quiry and consulting the President, Ad- 
miral Kirkland will probably receive 
the news by cable at Algiers. While 
the recall is, of course, uncompliment- 
ary to the admiral, there is no disposi- 
tion at the Department tg belittle his 
record asa sailor. Admiral Kirklan 
had not long to serve on the active list, 
but it is beHeved he will apply for re- 
tirement without delay.

She Will Have Her Dock Trial To- 
day or Tomorrow. 

(REGULAR ASSOUIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22.—Steam 
will be raised in the Monadnock on 
Wednesday or Thursday, when the ves- 
sel will be given a dock trial at Mare 
Island to test her machinery. The 
warship will be entirely completed and 
ready to be put in commission within 
a month. All that is lacking now are 
some minor parts of the: gun-mounts, 
which are on the way from the East. 

The Monadnock has been building for 
twenty years and more, her keel hav- 
ing been laid in 1874. The old Monad- 
nock had done good Work during the 
rebellion, and in 1866 she was sent to 
Valparaiso during the Spanish trouble 
in Chile. When things quieted down 
in the latter country the monitor was 
ordered to the Mare Island Navy-yard, 
and she came here in convoy of the

mand of the convoy, and Admiral 
Francis M. Bunce, now in charge of 
the North Atlantic squadron, piloted 
the Monadnoek throtigh the Golden 
Gate. It was in Secretary Robeson's 
time that Congress began measures 
looking to the rehabilitation of the 
navy. Finding that it was fmpossible 
to get appropriations for new ships, 
Robeson concetved the idea of having 
the old vessels rebuilt. The expense 
attached to this came out of the fund 
for repairs. An order was made to re- 
build the Minantonomah, Amphytrite, 
Terror, Puritan and Monadnock. 

The contract to rebiuld the Monad- 
nock was let to Secord & Vanderbiit, 
but the framework was done by a firm 
in Willlamsbury. The monitor was put 
up in frame entirely, and then taken 
apart and the plates shipped to Mare 
Island in a sailing vessel around the 
Horn. For years the plates lay ex- 
posed to the weather at the foot of 
Pennsylvania street in Valle where 
the keel was laid. The ways are still 
there, and are known as Monadnock 
wharf. The appropriations for the “re- 
pairs” were very small, and the work 
was delayed. Several times the plans 
had to be altered to conform with the 
modern requirements, and now it is 
deciared that the Monadnock is one of 
the finest and most efficient warships 
afloat. 

The Monadnock is a double-turreted 
monitor, and will carry two four-inch 
guns in each turret. Her secondary 
battery will consist of Hotchkiss and 
Gatling guns. She will carry from 180 
to 200 men. The big rifles have been 
at Mare Island for some months, and 
are housed over with canvas. The 
trial trip of the monitor will not be 
made until the vessel has been ordered 
into commission. When she goes to 
sea she will have on board all her men 
and stores. No officer has as yet been 
assigned to the command of the Mo- 
nadnock. 

The old Monadnock was dismantled 
at Monadnock ways. Her turrets were 
removed, and her timbers have been 
cut up into relics of former glory.

“I have quit training, and here goes 
my first smoke.” So saying he lighted 
his cigar and leisurely puffed at it. “I 
will leave here tomorrow morning 
with my party for St. Louis. I have 
lost four months fn training and allow- 
ing myself to be dragged from point to 
point. I am satisfied now that this 
man Fitzsimmons does not want to 

ht, and will not be here to meet me. 

If he is anxious to ht why doesn't 
he come on right now, before there is a 
law passed in this State to prevent us 
from meeting. We won't fight, and I 
don’t intend to lose any more time fool- 
ing with him,” 
Julian had only to say that on the 
morning of October 31 Fitzsimmons 
would be found on the register of the 
Arlington Hotel; that he would be 
ready to meet Corbett then and no 
sooner or later, and that if Corbett 
was not here he would claim the for- 
feit, and the championship of the 
world, An hour later Corbett changed 
his mind about leaving for St. Louis 
in the morning, and gave it out he 
would remain here until after October 
31, come what would. 

BRADY CUT IT SHORT. 

HOT SPRINGS (Ark.,) Oct. 23.—Mar- 
tin Julian returned from Spring Lake 
at 12:45 o’clock this morning, nothing 
having come of the visit. Jack Dalton, 
on behalf of the Hot Springs Club, 
made a proposition to Brady, offering 
a purse of $10,000 for the contest on 
November 1, conditional on the failure 
of the Florida Athletic Club to make 
ood its $41,000 purse on October $1.

If this plan fails, 
as is likely, for Corbett insists on fight- 
ing in public unless Fitzsimmons in- 
creases his side wager to $20,000, Vendig 
and Stuart think a new deal is sure to 
ensue, They say that the men must 
meet, and that they will come together 
here. Just on what lines the conclusion 
is reached is not apparent, but the 
friends of the club and of the fighters 
here are sanguine of a favorable de- 
cision on the appeal to the Supreme 
Court on Chancellor Leatherman’s 
findings in the habeas corpus.

These churches are 
located anywhere from New York to 
California. In Newburgh, N. Y., is one;

TESTIMONY IN REBUTTAL IS 
INTRODUCED. 


Apparently the- Most Important Evi- 
dence Yet Brought Against 
Theodore Durrant.

‘(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22.—At the 
opening of court this morning the de- 
fense in the trial of Theodore Durrant 


' @mnoqunced that it had finished its case, 


and the taking of testimony in rebuttal 
Was at once begun by the prosecution. 
The testimony was the most important 
given during the trial, as it conflicted 
with several vital statements made by 
Durrant while he was on the stand. 
The testimony of Dr. Gilbert F. Gra- 
ham, for instance, is considered by 


many to sweep away Durrant’s entire 
defense. 


Graham, who is a medical student and 
an intomate friend of Durrant, told of a 
sensational interview that took place 
between himself and the prisoner on 
April 20 at the County Jail. Dr. Gra- 
ham was accompanied to the prison by 


J. 8. Dunnigan, a newspaper man, who 
was asked by Durrant to retire after 
he had been there a few minutes. Gra- 
ham said that after Dunnigan stepped 
aside Durrant asked him if he would 
et-him see his notes of Dr. Cheney’s 
lecture in order that he might compare 
them with his own. Graham demurred 
at first, after which he said Durrant 
stated frankly to him that he had no 
notes of the lecture. He said Durrant 
told him if he had the notes of the lec- 
ture he could easily establish a strong 
abili for himself, and urged him to 
leave the notes.with Mrs. Durrant, in 
order that she might bring them to him 
at the prison. Dr, Graham said he re- 
fused the requegt, and never afterward 
visited Durrant at the prison. 

Dr. Graham’s story was not shaken 
-in any particular on cross-examina- 
tion. While he was testifying the jur- 
ors watched Durrant closely, but he 
gave no sign to indicate that he con- 
sidered the testimony of any imfor- 
tance. Dr. Graham will be recalled to- 
morrow for further cross-examination. 

The first witnesses called in rebuttal 
by the prosecution were the five trus- 
tees of Emanuel Church. While Dur- 
rant was on the stand he testified that 
he was asked to repair the sun-burner 
at Emanuel Church on April 3 by the 
trustees. The trustees denied that they 
had asked Durrant to make repairs of 
coy Sind at the church during March or 

pril. 

Witnesses were next called to dis- 
prove Durrant’s statement that, on the 
afternoon of April 12, he was at the 
ferry for the purpose of searching for 
Blanche Lamont, who, he said, a mys- 
terilous stranger told had him, would 
cross the bay that afternoon Cc. W. 
Dodge, a medical student, said he saw 
Durrant at the ferrry, and the prisoner 
old him he was waiting for a number 
of members of the Signal Corps, who 
were expected from Oakland. Cc 3 
Dukes, a medical student who accom- 
panied “Dodge, corroborated his testi- 
mony. 

A. A. Hobe, and old schoolmate of 
Durrant, testified that he saw Durrant 
at the ferry Ahe same afternoon in com- 
pany with‘’a young woman who an- 
swered the description of Minnie Wil- 
liams. .It is known that Minnie Wil- 
liams came over from her home in Ala- 
meda that afternoon, and the next day 
herbody was found in Emanuel Church. 
It is the theory of the prosecution that; 
instead of being at the ferry to look for 
Blanche Lamont, Durrant was there for 
the purpose of meeting Miss Williams 
and luring her to her death. ,. 

E. F. Glaser, a student at the medical 
college, testified that, on the afternoon 
of April 10, Durrant asked him to read 
aloud his notes of Dr. Cheney’s lecture. 
Glaser said he read his notes to Dur- 
rant, who devoted three-quarters of an 
hour to writing in his own note-book. 
The defense tried to show that it was 
customary for students to compare 
notes, but Glaser said that Durrant 
read nothing that purported to be his 
own notes. 

Thomas Price, a chemist, was called 
to give testimony on two or three points 
at issue. He was asked in what condi- 
tion a man would be who had inhaled 
illuminating gas for the length of time 
Durrant said he had been working over 
the sun-burner. To illustrate the ques- 
tion, which was hypothetical in form, a 
blackboard drawing made by Durrant 
himself was used, in which Durrant 
was shown lying at full length on a 
plank with his head over a sun-burner 
comprising twenty-four ordinary gas 
jets, through which gas was flowing un- 
der half force The witness said a man 
would be unconscious in five minutes— 
the length of time Durrant said he was 
engaged at work over the burner. 

Prof. Prite was also asked about the 
dark stain on the sole of Rev. Gibson’s 
shoe which was found in the pastor’s 
study at Emanuel Church The de- 
fense made a fight against the question, 
but the court overruled the objection. 
The witness said the mark was only a 


grease spot. 
An effort was made to have the wit- 


of the blood-stained boards taken from 

he stairs and belfry of Emanuel 
Church, but the court ruled that the 
boards could not be introduced in re- 
buttal. 

Charles Morrison and J. P. Cooper, 
newspaper reporters, told of an inter- 
view they had with Durrant in the city 
prison on the night of his arrest. Both 
witnesses testified that Durrant said 
he arrived at the church on April 3. be- 
tween 4 and-4:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon. This testimony conflicts with the 
statement Durrant now makes to the 
effect that he did not arrive at the 
church until 5 o’clock. Morrison and 
Cooper, who were present at the inter- 
view between R Marshall and 
Detective Gibson, also testified that it 
was untrue; as alleged by Marshall, 
that Gibson said he saw the ‘print of ‘a

lect a committee of nine upon a Pres- 
byterian college. 

The members were urged not to leave 
the city until the commission appointed 
to investigate the First Church of Los 
Angeles trouble had reported, as a 
quorum was necessary to receive and 
docket the same.

BOARD OF EXAMINERS, — 


Gov. Budd Calls Attention to Com- 
mitments to Whittier. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SACRAMENTO, Oct. 22.—A_ special 
meeting of the State Board of Exam- 
iners was held this afternoon, when the 
claims of Sheriff Whelan of San Fran- 
cisco, amounting to about $2500, were 
again considered. The Sheriff claimed 
that he was entitled to that sum for 
conveying insane persons to asylums, 
and prisoners to penitentiaries. The ex- 
aminers contended that his fees were 
too heavy, and held up the bills for in- 
vestigation. After an explanation to- 
day by J. Fitzgerald, the Sheriff’s book- 
keeper, explaining why it was necessary 
to charge for three days instead of one 
for taking an insane person to an asy- 

lum, the claim was allowed, less $200. 

Gov. Budd called attention to an in- 
consistency in the law under which 
boys are sent to the Reford School at 
Whittier. Under the law, a grown va- 
grant is sent to jail for ninety days, 
and a petty larceny thief for six 
months. When boys are convicted of 
similar offenses they are sent to the Re-. 
form School to remain until they are of 
age. The Attorney-General was asked 
to give an opinion upon the rights of 
Superior judges to commit youthful of- 
fenders for such long terms.

CAME HOME 10 DIE. 


GOV. MILLARD 


On an Invalid Bed He Traveled 
Hither from the Northern 
. Mountains. 


Accompanied by Faithful Wife and 
Tender Friends He Undertook 
the Long Trip. 


Hours in His Own Home He 
Lingers on a8 Bed in a 
Lodging-Hoase. 


The special car Paraiso, bearing 
Lieut.-Gov. Spencer G. Millard home 
to die, reached the Arcade Depot at 
7:30 o’clock yesterday morning. The 
party, consisting of the dying official, 
his wife, their two children, Dr. Gun- 
drum of Sacramento and a colored 
nurse, were met at the depot by Prof. 
J. B. Millard, principal of the Spring- 
street school, who is a cousin of the 
Lieutenant-Governor; Charles Hall, 
brother of Mrs. Millard, Mrs. Daniel 
Innes and several other friends of the 
Millard family. 

The sick man was placed on a mat- 
tress in a closed carriage and driven 
to the Locke House on Hill street, near 
Second, where apartments had been 
engaged in leu of Mr. Millard’s own 
home on Ionia, street, which, unfor- 
tunately, was rented several weeks 
ago to a tenant who refused to vacate 
for the owner, unless paid $200 bonus. 

Mr. Millard was greatly fatigued by 
the long journey, but toward evening 
had somewhat rallied. Yet even the 
most sanguine of his friends dared not 
hope that the improvement in his con- 
dition was anything but temporary. 
The word given out at all hours of 
the day was that the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor might live several days, or die 
within an hour. 

NO HOPE FOR THE PATIENT. 

His form is wasted with disease. He 
was never robust, and those who saw 
him yesterday recognized only a 
shadow of his -former self. Dr. Gun- 
drum, previous to his departure on his 
return trip to Sacramento, said there 
was absolutely no hope for the recov- 
ery of the patient. His lungs were not 
so bad as might be, but the tuberculo- 
sis with which he was afflicted had 
reached the bowels. The food taken 
had ceased to be assimilated, and it 
was, therefore, impossible to build up 
the system so as to withstand the rav- 
ages of the disease. The only thing to 
do was to make the patient as com- 
fortable as possible, and opiates were 
frequently used for this purpose. 

The colored nurse, a young man 
named Fletcher, who is in attendance, 
is very proficient in his calling, and is 
most devoted in his attentions to the 
sick man. In the presence of Mrs. 
Millard yesterday, he bared his arm 
and sald: 

“There is an arm that has good, 
healthy blood in it, and I would spare 
every drop‘of it to save the life of 
*Mr. Millard. I worked and voted for 
him, and I want him to live. If the 
doctor thinks that blood from my arm 
would give strength to Mr. Millard, he 
is welcome to tap it.” 

Unhappily, the doctor thought 
transfusion of blood could not save 
patient. 

Dr. T. Davidson, the family physician, 
took charge of the case as soon as Mr. 
Millard arrived hes, as it was impera- 
tive for Dr. Gun m to return imme- 
diately to Sacramento. 
recognized Dr. Davidson as soon as he 
appeared, and seemed to feel better at 
having such a tried and trusted friend 
and physician near him. . 

THE DEVOTED WIFE. 

Mrs. Millard has borne up heroically 
under the ordeal. She is constant in 
her attendance on her husband, and 
does everything in her power to cheer 
his dying moments. ; 

The two little children of the -sick 
man, Spencer and Gertrude, in their 
childish innocence, played about the 
halls and grounds of the Locke House 
yesterday, apparently unconscious of 
the great bereavement that was over- 
shadowing them. Could the wife and 
friends of the dying man but share their 
obliviousness, many a heartache would 
be saved. 

During the day there were many call- 
ers at the hotel to ascertain the pa- 
tient’s condition and to offer their aid 
end condolence. Among those who 
ealled were Congressman McLachlan, 
Councilman Snydeéer, City Clerk Lucken- 
bach and many other office-holders, 
friends and neighbors. 

Prof. Millard, the sick man’s cousin, 
and Mr. Hall, Mrs. Millard’s brother, 
have taken up quarters at the Locke, 
and will remain close by their relative’s 
sickbed till the end. ‘ 

BUSINESS VS. SENTIMENT. 

Mrs. Millard was deeply disappointed 
at not being able to take her husband 
to his own house, where he desired to 
spend his closing hours. As the house 
had been unoccupied for some time, and 
the family did not expect to return to 
Los Angeles, it was rented about a 
month ago to a Mr. Newman for a term 
of six months. Although Mrs. Millard 
was willing to remit the rent already 
paid, and compensate Mr. Newman ‘for 
the expense of moving, he did not feel 
that he. could afford to give up his lease 
for less than $200. The expenses of Mr. 
Millard, owing to his prolonged illness, 
have been very heavy, and his income 
for the same reason is practically noth- 
ing. Therefore, Mrs. illa was 
obliged to take her husband to other 
quarters, as she could not afford to pay 
such a heavy bonus. Mr. Newman, in 
his refusal to accommodate the stricken 
family, is moved by business reasons 
alone. His sympathy for the dying 
statesman cuts no figure. 

LATEST BULLETIN,

resting comfortably. His ¢éondition 
was, in fact, favorable throughout the 
night, and the attendants did not look 
for any change for the worse before 
morning, at least.

4LL ALONG THE LINE. . 


. The jury that brought in a verdict 
after three minutes of consideration 
evidently knew just what it was decid- 
ing and why. Many a long-suffering 
judge has prayed to be blessed with ju- 
‘ries afflicted with the same ability for 
prompt decision. 


The Santa Fe management has an- 
nounced that within six months the 
new wharf at Ocean Park will be 
widened to fifty feet and extended to 
a point 800 feet seaward from mean 
low tide, This will make a pier sus- 
ceptible of profitable commercial use, 
and may be the forerunner of active 
competition with the Southern Pacific’s 
mammoth wharf at Port Los Angeles. 


_ Another wave of divorces seems to 
have struck the courts, and in the last 
day or two has been seen the pitiful 
epectacle of two little children each 
the bone of contention between a di- 
vorced father and mother, brought into 
court on writs of habeas corpus and 
given to one or the other of the warring 
parents, to be the innocent subjects of 
future rows. Truly, this is, in some 
ways, a degenerate age, and there is 
something radically wrong with the 
state of society. 


The scheme appears to be a good one 
to require contractors and others lay- 
ing cement sidewalks by private con- 
tract to make deposits when obtaining 
permits from the Street Superintend- 
ent. As the scheme has it these depos- 
its may be returned in each instance 
upon cértificate of the City Engineer 
that the walk has been properly laid. 
There is no danger of too much care 
being exercised in laying cement 
walks to prevent cracked and crum- 
bled work on the streets of a progres- 
sive city. 


With the approach of the rainy sea- 
gon the number of tramps in the city is 
increasing. Scarcely a day passes 
without the hauling up to the police 
station of half a dozen or more va- 
grants, who have not done’ anything 


P. more to offend the majesty of the law 


than to sleep in a boxcar or in some 
unoccupied corner. Among these peo- 
ple thére are always a few who are 
really willing to work if they have a 
chance. What Los Angeles should 
have, without loss of time, is a work- 
yard, where vagrants may have a 
chance to earn plain board and lodging, 
and where those who are willing to 
work may register and find employ- 
ment. 


A peoullar state of affairs has devel- 
oped in one of the large sewer districts 
in the southwestern part of the city. 
The assessment warrant for the dis- 
trict has been issued* and property- 
owners are to be called on to pay for 
the sewer. Now that they have to pay 


‘for it, it would seem as if they ought 


to have an opportunity to use it, but it 
appears they cannot do so for a num- 
ber of months to come, because the 
sewers which will connect this district 
with the outfall have not been com- 
plete@. It seems as if there must have 
been negligence on thé part of some 
one that the lower sewer should not 
have been compléeted in time to drain 
the upper one immediately upon the 
completion of the latter.

Henry T. Gage is His Counsel—Mr. 
Ward's Statement. 

The indictment of ex-Deputy County 
Clerk F. E. Lowry for embezzlement 
was a fruitffil topic of conversation 
yesterday. Mr. Lowry’s friends ve- 
hemently expressed their faith in his in- 
nocence, and declared that he would 
set himself right before the public 
when the proper time came. 

Mr. Lowry himself had nothing to 
say, except that he had retained Hon. 
Henry T. Gage as his counsel, who, for 
the present, would do all the talking. 
Mr. Gage left the city yesterday morn- 
ing, to be gone perhaps for a week. Mr. 
Lowry asked that until he returns judg- 
ment be suspended in his case. He said 
he felt grateful to his friends for their 
sympathy, and assured them that he 
would explain all to their full satisfac- 
tion in due season. 

The charge in the indictment reads: 
“The said F. E. Lowry, during all the 
times’ between the 3d day of January, 
1893, and the 8d day of January, 1895, 
was the duly-appointed, qualified and 
acting chief deputy county clerk of the 
county of Los Angeles; between the 
19th day of October, 1894, and the 22d 
day of November, 1894, as such chief 
deputy county clerk, charged with the 
receipt, safe-keeping, transfer and dis- 
bursement of public moneys belonging 
to the said county of Los Angeles, he 
received into his possession the sum of 
$1354.95 lawful money of the United 
States, then and there belonging to the 
said county of Los Angeles, and there 
after, between the said 19th day of Oc- 
tober and 22d day of December, 1894, in 
said county of Los Angeles, he fraudu- 
lently, and without authority of law, 
wilfully, unlawfully and feloniously did 
embezzle. appropriate and convert the 
said money to his own use and benefit.”’ 
* The witnesses examined by the grand 
jury were T. H. Ward, F. E. Lowry, 
Mrs. C. B. Fowler and A. W. Seaver.

The time during which 
it is claimed he obtained the greater 
part of the $1354.95 was the months of 
October and November, 1894, which was 
during the heated portion of the politi- 
cal campaign, in which Lowry was a 
candidate for County Clerk.

EAST COLORADO-STREET PAVING 
 A@AIN ON DECK. 


Southern Pacific Magnates Visit the 
Crown City—Pasadena Now Blest 
with Excellent Transportation 
Facilities—Personal Mention. 


*ASADENA, Oct. 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The matter of paving 
East Colorado street is still perplexing 
the residents of that thoroughfare, and 
at the meeting held by them in the 
office of the water company Monday 
evening little was done except to go 
over the same old items of objection 
to asphaltum, on the ground of the 
expense, and to debate the relative 
merits of asphaltum and a concrete 
formed of disintegrated granite on a 
substratum of hard rock. One thing, 
however, was agreed upon, and that 
was that before any pavement should 
be laid the street should be properly 
graded, and widened at the corner 
where the Methodist Church now 
stands. Engineer Clapp, who has been 
examining the merits of the various 
forms of paving in the cities of the 
East, declared that the granite fqund 
in this vicinity is so susceptible to 
the influences of sun and rain that 
it disintegrates rapidly and crumbles 
until it becomes aimost uniform with 
ordinary soil. He stated that in the 
East where broken rock is used for 
a roadway, the hardest obtainable 
material is utilized, and that all is 
of uniform quality. This is laid, 
in various sizes, to a depth of a foot 
or’ sixteen inches, but here, where 
the soil is firm, though porous, no 
such base is required. It is likely, 
from the sentiment of the assembicd 
property owners, as expressed at the 
méeting, that for the present noth- 
ing will be done toward improving the 
street except to grade it until the road- 
way has a good crown then to mois- 
ten-and roll it, making a firm, compact 
driveway. Some property-owners on 
the street seem to prefer this sort of 
a road to.any,other., Messrs. Brock- 
way, Meharry, Spalding and Drs. 
Greene -wnd-Janés were continued at / 
the committee to further investigate 
and report in two weeks. 

THB SOUTHERN, PACIFIC,... 
The riéw depot of the Southern Pa- 
cific road- is now’ Virtually compléted, 
the scaffoldings have been removed, 
and workmen are busy plastering the 
interior and putting the finishing 
touches to the woodwork. C. P. Hunt- 
ington, Mr. Muir and Mr. Hood came 
out today if theif special car to in- 
spect the building, switches, tracks, 
sheds and other conveniences recently 
completed, and they expressed them- 
selves most heartily pleased with the 
appearance of everything. Indeed, 
the improvements that have been put 
in by the road have been commended 
by all classes of citizens, and all agree 
that everything has been done in the 
most handsome and substantial style. 
It has been definitely concluded by the 
company to open traffic, both for 
freight and passengers, and institute 
the regular service October 30. The 
passenger service will comprise nine 
trains daily each way, arranged so as 
to accommodate those wishing to go 
in and out in the evening, will be able 
to do so. The running time between 
the depot here and Commercial street 
is twenty minutes, and as a factor in 
the rapid transit situation the South- 
ern Pacific will no doubt play an im- 
portant part in the community. Pasa- 
dena may now be to have ade-- 
quate transportation, convenient to all 
sections of the city, for the electric 
poad, and the three railroads which 
connect it with Los Angeles furnish 
trains enough to accommodate all pas- 
sengers, and freight may also reason- 
ably be expected to be brought here at 
a much lower rate, owing to the com- 
petition, than before. 
PASADENA BREVITIES. 


Justice Merriam wishes it stated 
that the complaints of Campbell against 
Biedebach were sworn out on the same 
day, the first charging the exhibition 
of a deadly weapon in a rude and angry 
manner, August 6; the second, for ma- 
licjious mischief in killing a pig worth 
$3, August 7.

The Street-car Paving Trouble—The 

Trustees Will Proceed in the Is- 
8 suance of Bends—Escape of Six 
Hobos—A Wedding. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The City Trustees met 
Monday evening with all members ex- 
cept Gardner present. 

Sealed bids for furnishing oil for the 

waterworks were received as follows: 
Los Angeles Oil Exchange, sixteen de- 
grees, $1.15 per barrel in 75,000 gallon 
quantity; Smith & Richmond, 75 cents 
per barrel in 1000-barrel lot, or 95 cents 
per barrel if furnished as required at 
the works; Oil Burning and Supply 
Company., $1 per barrel; Fuel Oil Pro- 
ducing and'Supply Company, 87 cents 
per barrel; Union Oil Company, $41.30 
per barrel; F. J. Rogers, 95 cents. The 
matter was referred to W. F. Lutz, 
with power to act. 
City Attorney West rendered an opin- 
ion in regard to the paving of the 
street-car line, in which he stated that 
the board was proceeding legally in 
the matter, by tssuing bonds to rep- 
resent the cost of paving, said bonds 
to be a first lien upon all the track, 
roadbed, switches and franchises of 
the street railway line, excepting only 
the lien for State, county and munici- 
pal taxes. If the track were removed 
from the street the burden of paving 
would devolve upon the property-own- 
ers on either side. The Board of Trus- 
tees has no power to pave that portion 
of the street required by law to be 
kept up by the street-cat company, and 
pay for the same out of the puwblic 
funds. The opinion was accepted and 
brdered filed, and the board will pro- 
ceed on the lines already inaugurated— 
of issuing bonds. 
Ordinance No. 218, fixing the time 
for the regular meetings of the Board 
of Trustees at 7:30 o’clock on the first 
and third Mondays of each month the 
year round, instead of 8 in the summer 
and 7 in the winter, as is now the law, 
Was read the first time and referred to 
the City Attorney. 

Resolution No, 74, declaring the in- 
tention of the city to improve West 
street (cement Walk,) from Fourth to 
Fifth street, was passed. 

Resolutions were also passed of a 
similar effect in regard to work on 
Main and Bush streets which have been 
ordered done, but neglected by the 
property-owners. These actions of the 
board have already had the effect of 
stirring up the tardy ones, and the out- 
look is that all the delayed work will 
be finished without further trouble.

THE MENTALITY OF THE LATE 
GOV. JOHN G. DOWNEY. : 


In a Lawsuit the Brain of the De- 
parted Was Legally Dissected— 
Defendants Go Free Through 
Carelessness—The Flume Com- 
Company’s 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 22.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The brain of the late 
Gov. John G. Downey was analyzed in 
Judge E. 8. Torrance’s court this morn- 
ing. The dissector was Senator 
Stephen M. White, who handled the le- 
gal scalpel dexterously. Of course the 


‘dissection was legal. not physical, al- 


though, judging from the reports of the 
volume of liquor consumed by Downey, 
the physical brain ought to be in a fair 
state of preservation. 

Witness Judge George ,Puterbaugh in- 
timated that Downey, when in his court, 
appeared idiotic. Evidently the genial 
Governor wanted to hug everything In 
sight, even including his senior counsel, 
Senator White. The impression made 
by Downey was that he was drunk— 
not drunk enough to stagger in Judge 
Puterbaugh’s court, but s0 happily 
drunk that he “talked through his hat. 
Dan Cunningham testified. Dan was 
Downey’s confidential man. One day 
Dan went to Downey's residence. Some 
of the women referred to the papers 
Downey had signed the day before. 
This was the fatal deed which was 
signed, then destroyed, and then 
patched together again, and now causes 
the present suit, involving the title to 
ranch. Downey appeared 
mortified at the reference to the deed, 
and said that he was drunk when he 
signed it. .The next day he tore the 
deed in pieces. Thus does it appear 
that in a drunken frenzy Downey 
signed a deed which may make his es- 
tate poorer by $250,000 to $400,000. 


GROSS CARELESSNESS. 


The abject stupidity of the men who 
have power in this county to arrest and 
imprison people was manifested so 


“openly in the court of Justice Saion 


Bryan this morning as to cause spirited 
comment on the gross carelessness of 
whoever is responsible for the error. 
A man was arrested and held on bail, 
_@-horse. 
jury was’ summoned. These men, the 
District Attorney’s assistant, witnesses 
and defendant appeared in court for 
trial. It was then discovered that, ac- 
cording to the complaint, the offense 
was committed in the year 189. The 
prosecution at once gaid it had no evi- 
dence to offer so far back as 189. De- 
fendant’s counsel asked for the dis- 
missal of his client. Yet the learned 
Judge was in a quandary, seemingly, 
as to what he should do. The repre- 
sentative of the District Attorney de- 
livered a law lecture to the Judge. Still 
the Judge hesitated. Defendant's coun- 
sel said that somebody was responsible 
for the detention of his client charged 
with an offense alleged to have been 
committed 1706 years ago, and he pro- 
posed to hold somebody responsible for 
false . imprisonment if his client were 
improperly held. After a good deal of 
“Jawing” the Judge quashed the illegal 
complaint. This proceeding is signifi- 
cant as illustrating the sleepiness of 
some of the local official legal lights. 


THE WATER MATTER. 


The flume and walter companies re- 
ply to ‘the offer of $500,000 by the City 
Council for the city distributing system 
and pumping works by saying that they 
havn’t had time to write to Chicago 
and establish comunication with the 
English stockholders; that ft is unfair 
to ask the companies to sell for $500,000 
a plant which the court recently fixed 
the price of at $861,000. The offer is re- 
fused unless the city agrees to buy a 
water supply from the flume company. 
If the city will buy water from the 
flume company the $500,000 will be ac- 
cepted. The answer adds that if the 
offer of the Southern California Mount- 
ain Water Company to furnish a reser- 
voir and conduit for $1,075,000 is legal, 
then the consolidated companies agree 
to furnish the same of 
for $800,000. This wou ac - 
ing to the taxpayers of $275,000. At this 
moment the settlement of. the city water 
question appears to be rather remote.

WORK SUSPENDED AT RIALTO. 

The preparations of the Chicago syn- 
dicate for raising canaigre at Rialto, 
before concluding the purchase of the 
land from the Savings Union, was gen- 
erally looked on as an indication that 
they were ready to purchase by the 
time their option expired, November 1, 
The Rialto representative of the syndi- 
eate received a telegram Saturday night 
that the work of preparing the land 
and planting the canaigre had been let 
by contract, and ordering the work 
which was being done by men in the 
employ of the company to stop. At first 
this was an unpleasant surprise to the 
Rialto people, but later telegrams 
brought information that John H. Car- 
ruthers, the manager of the company, 
would leave Chicago yesterday, along 
with some of the capitalists who are be- 
hind the enterprise, and that they 
would arrive in this city during the 
week.

VENTURA COUNTY. 


Balcomb Saw Stones, Kaives and 
Brass Kauckles in the Air. 

VENTURA, Oct, °22.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The City Trustees, at their 
meeting Monday night, boxed the com- 
pass of reform, and, after a long and 
wordy debate, during which economy in 
municipdl affairs was argued pro and 
con, wound up the proceedings by re- 
ducing the yearly salary of the City 
Marshal $300, which makes the office 
worth $900 a year, An effort was made to 
reduce the salary of the City Clerk from 
$65 a month to $20, and to abolish the 
salary of the City Treasurer and Pound- 
master, but both movements failed. As 
the City Treasurer receives the magnifi- 
cent stipend of $20 a month and fur- 
“nishes a $15,000 bond for the faithful 
performance of her (Mrs. McDonald is 
City Treasurer) duties, it occasioned 
some little remark when the proposal 
was made to cut her salary to % a 
month. The suspicion is abroad that, 
as the members of the present board 
are all candidates for re-election ‘In De- 
cember, reform measures will take up 
most of their time from now until after 
election. The main feature of the meet- 
ing showed itself when the water-bond 
fight came up in new form. Trustee 
Jones, who was one of the warmest sup- 
porters of the project to purchase the 
bonds, up to and including the election, 
when the taxpayers indorsed the prop- 
osition of city ownership by a vote of 
seven to one, has, since the passage of 
the bond proposition, worked earnestly 
to defeat the project. He is an an- 
nounced candidate for re-election on 
that issue. At last night's meeting he 
led the fight, urging that the board re- 
scind its former acts and instruct the 
City Attorney to draft an ordinance 
repealing the ordinance of intention 
now in force. City Marshal Cook made 
a long argument against the board tak- 


| ing such action at this time, since the 


matter can be settled at the polls in 
less than six weeks without cost to the 
taxpayers. He pointed out the fact that 
the board had unanimously indorsed 
the proposition at first, had hired two 
sets of special counsel to pass on the 
validity of the bond proposition and ti- 
tle of the water company, had adver- 


.tised. the call for an election in five 


county papers, had gone to the expense 
of a special election, and negotiated the 
bonds, and now, on the eve of an elec- 
tion, placed themselves on record as 
vetoing themselves. If the neople who 
voted seven to one in June desired to 
reverse their vote in December, why, 
well and good, but the board represent- 
ing but. five votes in the community, 
had no right to override the majority. 
as expressed. His contention was that 
the matter should be allowed fo rest in 
its present shape and if, at the Decem- 
ber election, a new set of Trustees 
should be elected, they could determine 
the water-bond question. The debate 
was, at times, very warm, and resulted 
in Jones’s motion to rescind being car- 
ried, Jones, Giddings, Sudden and Hund 
voting aye; Collins absent. This action 
of the Trustees places the coming elec- 
tion fairly before the people as a water 
company fight—water or no water. The 
total expense incurred by the board in 
calling the special election on the bond 
question, including fees to special coun- 
sel, advertising, etc., will foot up nearly 
$1300, which, by their action last night, 
is irretrévably lost to the taxpayers. 
An itemized account of the fotal ex- 
penditures cannot be ascertained, as an 
appeal *o the Treasurer for copies of 
the warrants developed the fact that 
they had not been presented up to date.

CHINO. 

CHINO, Oct. 22.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Up to October 18 there had 
been harvested 41,737 tons of beets. The 
Champion estimates that there are etill 
20,000 tons in the fields. This will bring 
the farmers in the neighborhood of 
$255,000 for the season's output. In some 
instances the farmers realized hund- 
some returns for their crops; in others 
the receipts were very meager. It has 
been demonstrated that experience 
counts for as much In beet-raising as 
in fruit culture, and that solle and sea- 
sons must be carefully studied in or- 
der that success shall be obtained. One 
thing is morally certain, however, beet 
raising would not be profitable if prices 
were reduced. If this is done, as has 
been intimated, many farmers will take 
to raising alfalfa, beans and other 
crops. The beet farmers have an or- 
ganization which has for its object the 
promotion of the general weal and the 
resistance of any attempt to reduce the 
price of beets. 

The roads héreabouts are “in a *orrt- 
ble condition, and nothing can be done 
on them till rains come. The Super- 
visor for this district has promised 
that the needed work shall be done as 
soon as practicable and there is enough 
money in the treasury belonging to 
this section to carry out his plans. 

The recent agitation in several South- 
ern California cities anent street pav- 
ing, and the desirability of asphaltum 
for this purpose, has attracted atten- 
tion to the Chino asphalt beds. These 
are easy of access, abundant as to 
quantity and of superior quality. On 
Mr. Gird’s home place may be seen as- 
phalt paving which has been in use for 
several years. It has stood the most 
severe tests. Several sidewalks and 
street crossings in Ontario are con- 
structed of Chino asphalt. These walks 
have been in use three or four years 
and have given excellent satisfaction. 

No definite arrangements have yet 
been made for the prosecution of oil 
developments in the Chino hills, but 
negotiations are now under way which 
may result in important work here. 
There is every indication of oil, and ex- 
perts believe the Chino hills to be in 
the same belt as the Puente wells. —

SANTA FE WILL BE KNOCKED 
DOWN IN DECEMBER. 


Successor to General Solicitor Thurs- 
ton of the Unfon Pacific—Another 
Overland Road to Shorten Up 
Time—Traveling by Water. 


An Associated Press dispatch from

SUCCESSOR FOR THURSTON. 

OMAHA, (Neb.,) Oct. 22.—It is said 
at Union Pacific headquarters that no 
successor has been chosen for John M. 
Thurston, who is expected to resign as 
general solicitor some time prior to 
taking his seat as United States Sen- 
ator. The resignation, it is said, will 
be handed in about the middle of 
next month, to take effect December 1.
